British troops begin 


massive push through 


Catholic strongholds 


BELFAST (U PI)—Thousands of 
heavily armed British troops, led by 
tanks, 
bulldozers 
and 
armored 
personnel carriers, moved swiftly 
into Roman Catholic strongholds 
throughout 
Northern 
Ireland 
at 
dawn today in a massive push to 
crush the militant Irish Republican 
Army (IRA). 


An army statement said the drive 
was a complete success. 


Gunmen 
fired 
back 
in 
Lon­ 
donderry and two of them were 
killed. It was the only immediate 
resistance to the drive although 
three bombs were set off hours later 
in Claudy, a village 10 miles east of 
Londonderry. 


The army said five persons were 
killed, including a 9-year-old girl. 
Other reports said as many as eight 
died in the blasts. 


No warning was given. As men, 
women and children fled the first 
bomb-planted in a car in the center 
of the village—two others went off. 
Police 
said 30 villagers were 
wounded, 
15 of 
them seriously. 
Witnesses said the blasts threw 
men, women and children “all over 
the street.” 
The explosions brought to at least 
488 the number killed in three years 
of strife between Northern Ireland’s 
majority Protestants, its Roman 
Catholics and the British army.

It was the first time troops or 
police had been in some of the areas 
since the violence started three 
years ago.

Eagleton decision 
near showdown 


WASHINGTON (U PI) —The thorny decision on whether Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton is to remain as George S. McGovern’s vice 
presidential running mate reached the showdown stage today with key 
McGovern strategists urging the Missourian to get off the ticket. 
Eagleton and McGovern were set to meet privately at an 
unspecified time tonight for the first time since the vice presidential 
nominee disclosed six days ago he had been hospitalized three times 
for psychiatric treatment in the 1960s. 
McGovern left Washington for most of the day to attend funeral 
services for Sen. Allen J. Ellender in Louisiana. But Eagleton decided 
at the last minute to pass up making the trip on a separate plane. 
A spokesman said Eagleton decided to stay in Washington to catch 
up on a backlog of work in his office, including responding to 
“ thousands of telegrams and letters” which have come in since his 
disclosure. 
“They’ve been incredibly beautiful,” the aide said. “They’re 
running three or four to one in favor of his staying on the ticket. 
“ Most of the anti’ mail seems to be coming from McGovern people. 
If you discount those, the margin in favor of the senator would be 10 to 
1. ” 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., the assistant Democratic floor 
leader, said a decision on whether Eagleton remains on the ticket 
“ should be made tonight. It should not be put off any longer.” 
Meeting briefly with reporters, Byrd said: “ More time is not going 
to help. The campaign has already gotten off under a cloud. The issues 
aren't being discussed. Personalities are being discussed. 
“ A decision is going to have to be made, and the sooner the better.” 
Eagleton stood ready to fight for his place on the ticket assigned him 
by McGovern when the South Dakotan was nominated as the 
Democratic presidential candidate.

Freak storm clouds dropped 01 of 
an inch of rain on the Lompoc area 
last Saturday to register only the 
fifth measurable July rainfall in 50 
years 
The spare amount was the first 
measurable rain since the new rain 
season began on July 1. Rainfall for 
the year ending on June 30 was 6.77 
inches, one of the lowest in local 
weather recording history. 
The previous rams in July were on 
July 17, 1971; and in July of the 
years, 1963-64, 1949-50; and 1940-41. 
Average rainfall for the area is 
about 13 inches

Coutts-Britton, whose men were 
ordered to take the IRA bastions in 
Andersontown Road and Shaw Road 
in Belfast, said the soldiers would 
search sheds and gardens for arms 
caches but they would not try to go 
into Catholic homes. 
“These are not really no-go areas. 
We always sent patrols in here but 
regular police haven’t gone in here 
for the last three years...We had 
three of our men wounded here last 
week,” he said. 
The drive was designed to stop the 
IRA and the bomb attacks that have 
claimed so many victims in the 
three years of violence. Records 
show 78 persons have died since a 
fragile IRA truce collapsed July 9. 


William Whitelaw, secretary of 
state for Northern Ireland, said the 
troops were “ in occupation and 
control” throughout the province. 


Protestant barricades — built in 
protest to the Catholic barriers — 
were tom down voluntarily, some­ 
times with the help of the troops.

rather than pounds sterling. 
The over all picture was much the 
same as last week — brisk demand 
but little gold on offer. 
Inevitably gold shares were also 
in demand on the London Stock 
Market with early gains of around 10 
pence (25 cents) a share.

Workman's compensation overhaul?

study 
com m ission 
says 
that 
state 
workmen’s 
compensation 
laws, 
which affect millions of Americans 
each 
year, 
should 
undergo 
an 
extensive overhaul 
The 
15-member 
panel 
recom­ 
mended Sunday that the states be 
given three years to reform their 
systems. If the states fail to act on 
their own, the commission said. 
Congress should require uniform 
compliance with the panel’s propo- 


sals. 
The 
specific 
recommendations 
included: 
—A broadening of coverage to 
encompass all workers. 
—A liberalizing of benefits. 
—Improvement of medical and 
rehabilitation 
services 
including 
coverage 
for 
all 
work-related 
diseases 
“ The 
b asic 
p rin cip les 
of 
workmen’s compensation are sound, 
but the present performance of the 
program 
is 
unsatisfactory 
and 


extensive reforms are essential,' 
the commission said in a report to 
Congress and President Nixon 
The commission noted that some 
14.000 
workers 
die 
each 
year 
because of on-the-job injuries or 
from job-related illnesses. Another 
90.000 are permanently impaired 
and more than 2 million miss one or 
more days of work —all at a cost 
last year of about $9 3 billion in lost 
wages, 
medical 
treatment, 
lost 
production, damaged equipment and 
related expenses

Wallace endorsed none of the 
other candidates for president in his 
written statement, nor did he rule 
himself out of future political races 
even though he is paralyzed from 
the waist down as the result of a 
May 15 assassination attempt 
“ I 
have 
conferred 
with

doctors,” Wallace said. “ And their 
best advice is that I not involve 
myself m any extensive campaign 
activity in the immediate future 
“ I 
will 
continue 
to 
ask 
for 
evaluations of my condition during 
the political year,” he continued, 
"And I feel I will always gel the best 
advice the physicians attending me 


can give pertaining to any cam ­ 
paigning ”

the 
handing up of three major 
bribery indictments 
In an article describing 
Leuci's 
“ Secret 
World . 
Life said the 11-year veteran 
of 
the 
c ity 
police 
department admits that he 
did commit crimes during 
his career as a narcotics 
detective he 
apparently- 
accepted money illegally, 
but he states that his acts 
never involved extortion or 
violence and that he did not 
buy or sell narcotics 
But Life said that Leuci. 
who with the code name 
“ Sonny’' 
became 
the 
principal undercover agent 
into a federal investigation 
into 
official 
corruption 
begun in February. 1971 and 
led 
by 
U.S. 
Attorney 
Whitney 
North Seymour, 
denies 
—as 
do 
his 
bosses—that 
he 
was 
persuaded to work in the 
hope 
of 
getting 
gentler 
treatment for crime of his 
own.“ 
A llegations 
about 
misconduct have been made 
about him. Life said, but 
"he has never been charged 
with any crime." 
The magazine said "just 
how deeply into official 
corruption the investigation 
might have plunged will 
never be known because the 
discovery and premature 
disclosure of many details 
by New York newspapers 
wrecked its expanding poss 
ibilities 
Life said The New York 
Times found out about the 
special investigation in late 
May and, contending it was 
in the public interest to 
reveal 
the 
information, 
published the story June 15 
“ in 
spite 
of 
Seymour’s 
repeated cautions that early 
publicity 
could 
endanger 
Leuci’s life and choke off 
important expansion of the 
investigation." 
Following 
the 
Times 
story, the New York Daily 
News published still more 
detailed

Assembly leaders trying to 
hammer out a compromise 
package 
containing 
both 
property 
tax 
relief 
and 
school financing. 
Lawmakers had planned 
to recess for the summer 
last Friday but extended the 
session for at least one week 
when they were unable to 
reach agreement on the 
complicated subject. 
While the spotlight will be 
on 
the 
school 
finance 
package, law makers also 
will 
be 
wrestling 
with 
subjects such as nofault 
insurance, 
marijuana 
penalties, 
wild 
rivers’ 
protection and the winner- 
take-all 
presidential 
primary. 
uov 
Ronald 
Reagan, 
meantime, is vacationing at 
his Pacific Palisades home, 
leaving the school finance 
and property tax fight to the 
legislature. 
" I think there will be a 
period 
of 
time 
now, 
especially on the tax bill 
situation, 
where 
there 


would be no point in me 
being 
here,” 
he 
told 
newsmen 
before 
leaving 
Sacramento. 
Attention 
today 
was 
focused on a Senate-passed 
bill by Sen. Ralph Dills, D- 
Gardena, 
that 
contains 
school financing 
but no

Amendments to the bill 
were being drafted to insert 
key provisions of the $1,2 
billion 
package 
jointly

The Moretti-Reagan plan 
has been rejected by the 
Senate Finance Committee 
for lack of one vote. Moretti 
hopes to have his plan 
reconsidered by the Senate 
committee this week and 
insists “ it is alive.’’ 
The plan would 
grant 
about 
$730 
million 
in 
property tax relief and $509 
million in school aid during 
the 
firs t 
year 
of 
implementation. 
Besides

the sales tax boost, there 
would 
be 
increases 
in 
personal 
income 
and 
business taxes and in motor 
vehicle fees.

The high court ruled that

programs.

But the fact is that it is an 
inane statement. If it were 
true our whole system of 
government would 
be a 
calamitous failure. Worse, 
it would mean our entire 
society is corrupt. 
For ours is a government 
of 
the 
people. 
The 
politicians are our elected 
representatives. If they are 
truly representative than 
they 
simply mirror 
the 
mores of us all. Those we 
send to Congress and to the 
Legislature should not be 
expected to be any better 
than 
our 
neighbors. 
Actually, 
overall, 
the 
elected representatives are 
superior 
to 
the 
general 
public We are getting much 
better representation than 
we have earned from the 
effort we are willing to 
make 
on 
behalf 
of 
government 
The membership of the 
Legislature is composed of 
persons with above average 
education and experience 
True, the legal profession 
dominates 
the 
field 
but 
lawmaking is the primary 
function of the Legislature 
Among other professions 
represented are teachers, 
doctors 
veterinarians. 


P««ple Wb« N H d People 
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engineers and accountants. 
At one time there was a high 
percentage of farmers in 
office but their umber has 
dwindled The urbanization 
of the state and the growth 
of large scale farming are 
probably 
responsible

asked the full Supreme 
Court today to set aside a 
stay of the Pentagon Papers 
trial of Daniel Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo on grounds 
the action was “ completely 
unjustified” and constituted 
an 
“ impermissible 
interference” with the trial. 
Solicitor General Erwin 
N. Griswold also cautioned 
that if the stay granted by 
Justice William 0. Douglas 
on Saturday —from his 
vacation cabin in Goose 
Prairie, Wash —is allowed, 
it “ would have a disastrous 
impact upon this important 
criminal prosecution” . 
Douglas granted a stay of 
the trial at the request of 
the 
defense 
because 
a 
conversation of an attorney 
or consultant to Ellsberg 
and Russo was overheard on 
a wiretap maintained by the 
government in what it said 
was the interest of “ foreign 
intelligence” . 
It was the first time a 
criminal trial had ever been 
stayed by a Supreme Court 
justice, Griswold said. He 
asked that it be set aside “ at 
once” . 
“ If it is necessary to 
convene the court for this 
purpose, we ask that it be 
convened.” Griswold said. 


Douglas 
acted 
as 
presiding justice of the 9th 
Circuit Court. Most of the

members 
are 
on 
vacation and must be polled 
for a decision on whether to

the

request at once or call for a

Israel now will try two women 
accused of hijacking a Belgian Sabena jetliner to the same 
airport nearly three months ago 
• Unlike the machine gun and grenade attack in which 2b 
persons were killed. 79 others wounded, the hijack of the 
Belgian airliner bv four Arab guerrillas failed to attain its 
objective The Arabs planned to barter the 91 passengers 
and 10 crewmen for the release of 100 Arab guerrillas held 
prisoner in Israel.

The trial for the two surviv ing guerrillas of the May h air 
piracv is set to begin Tuesday 
The guerrillas held the plane for 21 hours while it was 
parked on the ground a mile from the Lod terminal 
Israeli troops disguised as maintenance men invaded the 
jetliner, bursting into the passenger compartment with 
their guns firing as the passengers sprawled on the 


carpeted floor Two of the guerrillas were killed and 
another was wounded

Miss Edmo, the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kelsey Edmo Sr of Fort Hall, Idaho, 
is attending college on two scholarships. 
Her father is the immediate past chairman 
of the Idaho Intertribal Council and a 
member of the Idaho Advisory Board to the 


Governor. 


Miss Edmo, one of 10 children ranging in 
age from 11 to 26, has spent the summer 
working as a park aide in the new Indian 
Arts Center at Grand Teton National Park 
in Wyoming. 


The new Miss Indian America, whose 
Indian name Hoozeb Jkasa means “ bird 
wing,” said she has participated in debate

It was Queensland’s worst 
mining disaster in 51 years.

Kennedy insurance 
plan criticized 


BOSTON (UPI»-Sen. Thomas J. McIntyre, D-N.H , 
criticized Sen. Edward M. Kennedy’s proposed federal 
health insurance proposal Sunday, as one that would 
penalize workers and “create another bureaucracy.” 
“ I 
appreciate 
Sen. 
Kennedy’s 
sincerity 
and 
his 
compassion.” Mclntvre said in a speech prepared for a 
meeting of the American Podiatry Association before 
proceeding to criticize Kennedy’s plan 
McIntyre, who has a plan of his own rivaling that of 
Kennedy and an administration plan in Congress, said the 
Kennedy plan would “ replace an existing private health 
insurance industry wih another bureaucracy.” 
“ It would finance health care protection for everyone, 
regardless of how high the income of the individual. It 
would increase the already unfair tax burden on the 
working American, because half the cost would be borne 
through increased payroll taxes.” 
McIntyre also critized the administration plan because, 
he said, it would be mandatory for workers and at the same 
time require disproportionately high contributions for 
retirees and others not on payrolls. 
McIntyre said the administration plan would “dictate the 
percentage of contribution by the employer; my plan would 
leave this to negotiation. ”

Mauch speaks 
about love

NEW YORK (UP! l-Every grown man remembers that 
first time. 


He remembers that first time some member of the 
family, usually his father, sat down with him and told him 
the facts of life 


Gene Mauch also remembers. 


He remembers the first time someone took him aside and 
talked to him about love. 


“ I was 24 years old and I was playing for Billy Southworth 
with the Boston Braves.” says Montreal’s provocative 46- 
year old manager. “ He said to me one day you re gonna be 
a manager and I’m gonna give you one piece of advice 
Don’t fall in love with your players.’ It’s the first piece of 
advice I got. and maybe the best, but I’ve never been able to 
abide by it. Incidentally, neither could he ’ ’ 


Gene Mauch happened on this strange subject, strange 
for a big league manager to be discussing on a dirty old 
bench, anyway, because the Expos have a series coming up 
with the Phillies in a few days and this will be their first 
meeting since they staged their own little Viet Nam in 
Montreal on June 25. 


That was bloody Sunday, a day on which the two clubs 
took part in a general free-for-all after Steve Carlton, the 
Phils’ lefthanded fireballer, hit Tim Foli, the Expos' 
shortstop, with a pitch on the back of the head and knocked 
him dizzy 


Foli staggered toward Carlton, both benches emptied, 
and in the ensuing brawl Mauch was the one who took the 
worst beating 


Jim Nash caught him on the back of the neck and Roger 
Freed and Don Money got in some good licks, too. 


Gene Mauch says he has forgotten all about the fight 
which is about the same as Muhammad Ali saying he has 
forgotten all about Joe Frazier. 


“ I never give it a thought,” says Mauch with a perfectly 
straight face, unless somebody asks me or I roll over on 
my left shoulder in bed.” 


It is five weeks since Mauch got worked over by the Phils, 
a club he managed for nearly nine seasons, and he still feels 
some of the aches and pains from punches which were 
inflicted on him. 


“ I got pounded! on pretty good,” he says. “ Probably a 
manager has no business going out there swinging at 
someone, but sometimes a switch goes off and you do 
something you shouldn't. When Carlton hit Foli, I just went 
blind I know it wasn't the smartest thing in the world to do, 
but if I thought someone hit one of my players, I might get 
pounded on again.” 


Gene Mauch has good thinking equipment. He’s in fine 
physical condition, or at least he was until five weeks ago. 
and he is a man of reason, but as he points out, “ there are 
times when words won’t get it done.” 
Mauch certainly isn’t going around looking for more 
matches. As a m atter of fact, he even jokes about his fistic 
efforts, saying “when I was young I used to wish I was big 
and strong. Now I just wish I was young.” 
Some ballplayers speak about the direct, sometimes 
strident, Montreal manager the same way they used to 
about Leo Durocher. They say Mauch is abrasive, and 
worse 
Says one rival outfielder: 
“Playing against him, I can’t stand the man. Listening to 
what his players say about him, though, I’d love to play for 
him myself.” 
For a ballplayer, that’s quite a compliment. 
"You know why some guys on other ball clubs say things 
about Gene Mauch?” offers one of his coaches, Jim 
Bragan. “ Only because he’s such a competitor and knows 
the game so well. He is without parallel in his knowledge of 
the game The closest man I know to him is Bobby Bragan, 
and I’m not saying that simply because Bobby is my 
brother. Technically speaking. Gene Mauch is like Bear 
Bryant Evervbody isn’t in love with Bryant, either, but all 
I know is he always gets the job done.’’

mally use when playing. 
What is the best proce­ 
dure to f o l l o w when the 
warm-up time is brief? 
Hit ground strokes so that 
you can get used to the speed 
of the court. Work on your 
ground strokes as much as 
possible and don’t concern 
yourself with volleying: the 
ball travels through the air 
at the sam e speed anywhere, 
except in altitude. It’s the 
speed of the court which is 
different. 
Should I practice serves 
during the warm-up?

Shuttle a ir pollution 


NASA’s recently released draft 
environmental impact statement on 
the space shuttle leaves the reader 
wondering at points, but in the main 
convincingly backs its conclusion 
that 
the 
shuttle’s potential 
for 
adverse environmental impact is 
small and that such impacts will be 
“ s h o r t , 
c o n t r o l l a b l e 
and 
environmentally acceptable.” 
T he 
a m o u n t s 
released 
into 
the 
at mos phe re 
per 
mission of the three 
combustion 
products cited by 
th e 
s t u d y 
as 
potential pollutants 
a r e : 
c a r b o n 
monoxide (CO) — 
584,880 lbs; 
hydrogen chloride gas (HCL) — 
501,600 lbs.; and aluminum oxide 
particles (A1203) — 680,159 lbs. 
These are emitted entirely by the 
two solid rocket boosters jettisoned 
down range and recovered. The 
orbiter main engine also assists on 
lift off but is fueled by liquid 
hydrogen and liquid oxygen; leaves 
water vapor as its only combustion 
product. 
The study indicates that, even 
with a “ pad abort” in which all of 
the solid rocket fuel would be 
c o n s u m e d 
on 
t h e 
p ad , 
concentrations of these compounds 
would fall below U.S. Department of 
Labor 
m a x i m u m 
a l l o w a b l e 
concentrations for 10 minute human 
exposure beyond the controlled area 
(1,000 feet). 
National Academy of Sciences 
criteria

irritation 
causing

amounts 
may 
be 
i n s t a n t a n e o u s l y 
e x c e e d e d 
“downwind” by HCL clouds in the 
event of a pad abort, the study 
added, but average HCL exposure 
would still be below the criteria. 
How far “downwind” this would 
occur was not specified. 
Also left open to question are the 
emissions from the shuttle air- 
breathing engine which burns JP 
fuel and, the paper says, will carry 
up to 50,000 lbs. of it for airport to 
airport ferry (non space) missions. 
The 
shuttle’s main low 
level 
atmospheric problem, the paper 
continues, is the bad habit hydrogen 
chloride gas has of combining with 
water to become hydrochloric acid. 
This could happen if it were raining 
here at launch time or in the first 54 
miles of the shuttle’s trajectory . 
NASA says that missions will be 
scheduled 
around 
launch 
base 
showers — a frequent occurrence at 
the cape —• and that squalls in the 
shuttle trajectory may cause a 
mission postponement if they are 
heading for land No estimates of 
the possible acidity of this rain were 
given and one tends to wonder what 
effects such an acid rain would have 
on ships and their crews. 
In the upper atmosphere, the 
question is whether or not the 
shuttle will leave enough pollutants 
and water vapor to contribute to a 
“greenhouse effect” with possible 
unpredictable long term effects on 
the 
radiation 
balance 
and 
temperature of the Earth. The late 
SST 
w a s 
i n d i c t e d 
by 
environmentalists on this. 
While 
the 
residence 
time 
of 
emissions in the troposphere (.27 to 
5.5 nautical miles high) is a period 
of 
days, 
pollutants 
left in 
the 
stratosphere (5.5 to 27 nautical 
miles high) stay there for years. 
The 255,000 lbs of water vapor left in 
the stratosphere per mission by the 
orbiter 
counts 
as 
greenhouse 
pollution in addition to the 253,838 
lbs CO, 217,694 lbs HCL and 295,189 
lbs A1203 left there. 
NASA bases its conclusion that 
the shuttle will have no adverse 
upper atmosphere effects on a 1970 
MIT study of critical environmental 


problems according to which ten 
thousand 
times 
the 
annual 
(50 
m issions) amount of C02 and water 
vapor left by the shuttle would still 
be acceptable. 
The study adds that the aluminum 
oxide particles will be large enough 
to drop from the stratosphere in a 
few days, precluding the possibility 
that they could collect over a period 
of years and raise the stratospheric 
temperature. No mention is made of 
the 
roll 
of 
the 
CO 
and 
HCL 
emissions in the upper atmosphere. 


Two other emissions will occur 
during 
the 
orbiter 
reentry, 
according to the study; 13,000 lbs. 
per mission of nitroc oxide from the 
orbiter shock wave and less than 
9,000 lbs. of carbon and silicon from 
orbiter heat shield ablation. Both 
will be released in the mesosphere 
(above the stratosphere). 
The nitric oxide will be dispersed 
and destroyed within 10 days, the 
paper concluded, and the silicon and 
carbon will diffuse downward to 
Earth.
